at some point within a radius of 300 miles of the city, 


Dr. Sande said he went to Austra-4>——— 


lia principally on account of the 


splendid climate, and had great ¢x- 
pectations froin the country, but ft 
fell far short of what he had been 
led to expect. There was, he said 
cousiderabdio dissention among dif- 
ferent factions, principally between 
the fabor and capitalistic classe. 
There was friction, particularly in 
New South Wales and neither side 
was deriving any benefit from their 
works. As a result of disputes, 
shorter hours, and increased wages, 
sald Dr. Sands, employers were re- 
ducing their staffs, and were moving 
their industries to parts of the coun- 
try where conditions were better. 
Can Earn More Heré 

Though the country itself was 
splendid, and had many natural ad- 
vantages, the conditions prevailing 
were not of the best. The population 
of Australia was roughly 5,000,000, 
and the country could well support 
50,000,000, but the Australian immi: 
gration policy was not a. good one, 
and greatly restricted the inflow of 
settlers, sald Dr. Sands. He theught 
his earning power would be twice ag 
much in Canada as in Australia. 
Living was twice as high there, and 
the prices of dress g: 8, and othcr 
necesearies of life in Edmonton were 
more favornble than those in Syd- 
ney. 

Dr. Sands found the communist 
spirit spreading up in Austrailia. The 
Russian communista were sending 
much money into the codhtry

Australians, says Dr. Sands, are 


intensely patriotic, und loyal to the 
British Empire. This he considered 
has been the saving grace of the 
country, and will continue to be so, 
The country ts far behind the times 
in modern conveniences, the people 
evidently feeling that what was 
good enough for their fathers and 
rrandfathers’is good enough for 
them. The larger cities, such as Syd- 
ney are progressive, but outside of 
these the people seam to be content 
with themselves and want neo new 
ideas. 
Land Policy Hinders 


The Australian land policy, said 
Dr. Sands, is a hindrance. The great- 
er part of the country is not suit- 
able for division into sections und 
quarter sections. It is therefore im- 
possible for a man to eke out a liv- 
ing on a quarter section of land the 
same as he can in Alberta. The 
wealth of the country he said {@ 
vested in a few men who own 
ranches containing anywhere from 
100,000 to 500,000 acres who re- 
ceived thém from their ancestors, 
the original “‘squatters” of the coun- 
try. 

On arrival at Vancouver, said Dr. 
Sands, he was struck by the pro- 
Kress displayed, and particularly tn 
road building. In Australia the roads 
seem to he of secondary importance, 
main relianee being placed in the 
railroads. Here was another serious 
problem as the guage of the rail- 
ways in the various states are not 
uniform. The railways are govern- 
ment owned, but, id Dr. 
they are run at tremendous logs, an 
ure moat governmént undertakings 

Dr, Sands is now getting his bear- 
ings, and renewing old acquaintances 
and soon expects to be once again 
true citizen of Alberta, and saya 
there will be no more globe trotting 
for him.

HE Store that doesn’t advertise pays the adver- 


tising bill for the one that does. 


Every merchant in business pays for advertising, whether he uses it or not 
If a competitor's advertising takes any business away from him, the protit he 
would have made on the lost sale is what his competitors advertising cost him 

You have, perhaps, wondered how some stores can afford to spend such 
enormous sums for advertising. That iseasy to fathom. Their competitor, who 
does not advertise and whose business they take, pays for their advert) ing 

Say the Jones family 1s a customer of your store. They have 860, which they 
intend to spend with you. They read the advertisement of vou mpetitor and 
are induced to spend their $60 with him instead of spending it with vou. The store 
makes 20 per cent, or $12, on the sale. They deduct, we will say, the $1 advertising 
cost and have $11 protit left. The advertising has cost them nothing, they got back
